Commissioners have been 
asked to determ ine whether 
the facility should be con­ 
sidered a perm anent land 
use by the city. The owner, 
John Brodhead, has testified 
that the airport is a per­ 
m anent facility and ex­ 
pansion plans are underway, 
but two planning consultants 
have said it is doubtful the 
airp o rt 
can 
rem ain 
in 
operation. 
The question of whether 
Dallas North will be able to 
continue operations at the 
Clothes Rd.-Custer Rd. site 
arose two weeks ago when 
F o ls o m 
I n v e s tm e n ts 
requested 346.8 acres ad­ 
jacent to the airport be 
annexed and zoned for a 
subdivision. 
The tract is also located 
north of and adjacent to the 
H unters 
Glen 
A ddition, 
another Folsom develop­ 
ment, and is bounded by the 
proposed 
extension 
of 
Armstrong Pkwy, on the 
west and Custer Rd. on the 
east. Folsom has requested 
270.7 acres SF-2 residential, 
27.9 acres MF-2 apartm ents, 
8.4 
acres 
PD-SF-A 
townhouse, 29.2 acres PD- 
retail and 10.6 acres PD-light 
commercial. 


If the airport which is 
located outside the city 
iim its is considered a per­ 
m anent 
facility, 
City 
Planning Consultant Marvin 
Springer has recommended 
that the m aster land use plan 
be changed to comply with 
clear 
zone 
regulations. 
However, if the commission 


decides that the airport will 
be closed within the next few 
years, the area will continue 
to develop as residential 
neighborhoods. 
Robert Hollin, planner for 
Folsom , 
and 
S pringer 
predicted at the last com ­ 
mission meeting that the 
airport will be forced to close 
as residential development 
surrounds the 
property.

Dolph B riscoe’s su rp rise 
decision to publicly discuss 
speculation he had suffered 
mental health problems may 
have encouraged rather than 
dispelled those rumors.

doctor’s orders to rest while 
recuperating from a kidney 
inflam ation, rejected the 
unanimous advice of his top 
aides in deciding to call the 
Thursday news conference 
and publicly deny he had 
ever undergone treatm ent 
for mental illness. 
“ I realize from what I’ve 
been told by mem bers of my 
staff that there are rum ors 
again - as there were some 
rum ors back during every 
campaign that I’ve been in - 
that I had something wrong 


m en ta lly ,’’ 
B riscoe 
told 
astonished reporters. 
“ I would like to put those 
rumors to rest. I’ve been 
most 
fortunate 
that 
I’ve 
never had a mental health 
problem.” 
Despite his comments, the 
tim ing of B riscoe’s con- 
ference-while he was under 
doctor’s orders to rest and 
following 
an 
eight-w eek 
absence from his office - 
prompted comments from 
som e q u a rte rs that 
the 
decision 
was 
less 
than 
rational. 
R um ors 
B riscoe 
had 
undergone electric shock 
tre a tm e n ts 
for 
severe 
depression surfaced more 
than two years ago during 
his campaign, and opponents 
tried unsuccessfully then to 
verify them. 


The 
speculation, 
a p ­ 
parently encouraged-by his 
long absence from the office 
and confinem ent 
to the 
mansion for IO days rest, 
flared up again in recent 
days. 
A decision by a capitol 
news 
rep o rter 
for 
a 
metropolitan daily to write a 
Sunday column on Briscoe’s 
health 
apparently 
was a 
facto r in the g o v ern o r’s 
decision to m eet m edia 
representatives face to face 
rather than have a 
few 
reporters to the mansion for 
a private talk as Hardesty 
suggested. 
Rather than killing the 
m ental 
health 
rum ors, 
Briscoe’s public discussion 
of them invited recounts of 
the 1972 allegations he had 
undergone shock treatm ents

VITAMIN C

Over the years medical science 
has said that Vitamin C wouldn't 
cure a cold, course medical science 
hasn't done too good of a job of 
curing a cold either.

poisonous substance that tenters the 
body with both of them being ex­ 
creted in the urine. It has long been 
known that the Vitamin C level in 
the body 
is drastically cut or 
completely disappears during an 
illness and people who are given 
large doses of Vitamin C recover 
more quickly than others. 
Vitamin C is extremely plentiful 
in nature and under normal con­ 
ditions the diet will supply enough, 
but when the body gets out of kilter 
the need for this vitamin goes way 
up. Also as a person gets older the 
ability to absorb C is reduced so 
there is a 
need for additional 
amounts. 
One of the most frequently seen 
signs of a Vitamin C deficiency is a 
breakdown in the collagen that 
protects

“ Check to see if the tree is 
fresh by shaking it. If only a 
few needles fall, you can be 
assured of its freshness and 
three will maintain its ap­ 
pearance longer. 
“ As soon as you get home, 
cut off about an inch from 
the butt end of the tree to 
facilitate moisture intake.

NEW YORK (UPI) — If 
you’re making the singles 
scone in search of a man, go 
West young woman. Or head 
East. 
California and New York 
have more unm arried men 
than any other of the 50 
states- 2 million unm arrieds 
in each state. 
Pennsylvania, Illinois and 
Texas are your next best 
bets, each with more than a 
million eligible men 
Or just direct your plans to 
any urban area, where 75 per 
cent of the unm arried men 
live. 
Better news, too. is that 
the supply 
of unmarried 
males is increasing- grown 
from 14.5 million in 1952 to 
22.4 million at the time of the 
1970 census 
Metropolitan Life statis­ 
ticians, constantly studying 
population trends, outlined 
where the boys are as a 
holiday gift for the nation’s 
single women. 


Metropolitan breaks down 
the eligibles by age groups 
and 
there’s someone 
for 


everybody. Some 5 9 million 
were in their 2C^.

D EA R MRS.M.K. — One maker of such carpet suggests 
that for very heavy grease spots one apply a dry-cleaning 
fluid, such as used for spot cleaning clothes, and then a solu­ 
tion made of one teaspoon white vinegar and one teaspoon 
of a neutral detergent, such as used for delicate fabrics, 
mixed in a quart of warm water. Re-apply cleaning solu­ 
tion. BLOT (not rub) gently with a clean cloth beginning at 
outer edges. Do not apply so much liquid that the backing 
will become wet. Hurry along the drying process by blot­ 
ting up as much as possible with another clean cloth or 
paper towels. Things used previously may hinder the 
workability of anything used. If any stain has had time to 
dry and set, it is going to be hard to remove. - PO L LY . 
DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with those thread “eyes” 
put at the necklines of dresses instead of metal ones and sup­ 
posed to be used with a hook.

Singing,

praise to God. There is no 
doubt that the singing was a 
cappella or not accompanied 
by musical instrument The 
piano and organ were a 
much later addition by man 
There 
is 
nothing 
about 
having these in the New 
Testament scriptures. Paul 
says specifically that 
the 
melody is made in the heart 
(Eph. 5:19). He mentions 
“singing with grace in your 
heart” in Colossians 3:16. 
Tho fruit of our lips and this 
gracious melody comes from 
the inner man. This is where 
the music is to be made, not 
on an instrument. 
Of course, prayer is a 
powerful act of worship It is 
the 
C hristian’s 
a p ­ 
propriation of God’s help and 
power. In Acts 4:31 there is 
an example of the early 
disciples praying in their 
worship assem bly: “ And 
when they had prayer, the 
place was shaken wherein 
they 
were 
gathered 
together." 
Prayer 
unifies 
and directs all worshipers to 
seek God in all needs. 
Jesus 
death 
and 
resurrection are at 
the 
center of Christianity. 
In 
New Testament times the 
disciples “came together on 
the first day of the week to 
break bread.” This act of 
worship is the Lord’s Supper 
or Communion. Jesus told 
his disciples to “do this in 
remembrance of me.” Lk 
22:19. 
In 
a 
very serious 
passage I Corinthians 11:23- 
32, the Apostle Paul speaks 
of receiving this from Christ 
and giving it to the Corin­ 
thian 
church. 
Verse 
26 
pinpoints tho purpose: “ For 
as often as ye eat this bread 
and drink 
this cup, ye 
proclaim the Lord’s death 
till he come.” 
Not all religious groups 
agree on the regularity of 
having the Lord’s Supper. 
But the New Testam ent 
indicates that the disciples 
rem em bered 
the 
L ord ’s 
death by eating unleavened 


bread and drinking the fruit 
of the vine. The bread 
symbolized His body on the 
cross and the fruit of the vine 
His shed blood for sins (I 
Cor. 11:23-34). It is a very 
important 
act of worship 
because it is a memorial of 
Christ’s sacrifice for our 
sins. Partaking each and 
every first day of the week 
allows 
w orshipers 
to 
spiritually examine them­ 
selves and to discern Christ 
and the meaning of His 
sacrifice. Proper respect 
and worship is developed 
from Sunday to Sunday to 
this central meaning of our 
belief. 
Since Christ gave all, 
Christians are worshiping 
when they exercise giving 
for the work of His church 
We term this as stewardship 
or simply “giving." Paul 
com m anded 
this 
in 
I 
Corinthians 16:2, “Upon the 
first day of the week let each 
one of you lay by him in 
store, as he may prosper." 
Since God exercises love 
continually in giving to us, 
the act of giving from our 
material possessions is our 
way of loving Him and His 
cause in return. It is not the 
money that is really im­ 
portant. It is the person 
being motivated to give as 


God gave to him. We do as 
God did when we give in love 
to help someone in need as 
He helped us. 


The worshipers of God are 
given examples and com­ 
m ands 
concerning 
the 
pattern of worship today. 
Bascially, the acts of wor­ 
ship come from the heart 
and lips- singing and praying 
and from a memorial of 
God’s gift of His Son- The 
Lord’s Supper and Giving 
and Giving back to God. 


These four acts of worship 
constitute the basic manner 
of expressing our worship to 
God in our gatherings in His 
honor each Lord’s Day. They 
all originate in the heart of 
man as he seeks to offer 
praise and love to God.

For years, the United 
Church of Christ has been 
the epitome of the liberal 
m ainline 
denom ination:

For half a decade now the 
accepted wisdom has been 
that social and political 
activism on the part of the 
national church inevitably 
leads to a decline in mem­ 
bership and giving at the 
grass 
roots 
level. 
For 
awhile, the statistics were 
there to make that case. 
Recently, however, the 
statistics on 
giving 
have 
begun to show something 
else — that members who 
stuck with the church, giving 
at least silent assent to the 
activism, are now digging 
deeper into their pocket- 
books 
to 
support 
their 
denominations. 
Now, the Rev. J. Alan 
McLean, 
secretary 
for 
evangelism of the UCC’s 
Board 
for 
Homeland 
Ministries, thinks there can 
be a turn around of the 
membership decline and the 
c h u rch ’s 
evangelization 
effort. 
The first thing to note 
about McLean’s belief is that 
he doesn’t 
believe that 
change is going to come 
from either him or his board. 


It 
is the grass roots— 
congregations 
and 
in­ 
dividuals 
that are the key. 
McLean does not see the 
national church providing a 
nationwide pattern for all 
churches to follow but rather 
it will provide training of a 
cadre 
of 
“ evangelism 
consultants." clergy and 
laity 
excited 
about 
the 
possibilities of evangelism in 
their local communities. 
"Evangelism is not the 
result of clever salesman­ 
ship 
or 
ingenious 
techniques." he said in an 
interview 
“ It 
is 
the 
Christian’s response to the 
spiritual 
hungers

society." 
“ We define evangelism 
pretty straightforwardly as 
getting out with the story, a 
treeing story that relates one
